Auction FAQ’s 

What is the “auction”? A large exciting fundraising event where people 
bid on donated items (silent bid and LIVE oral auction w/ professional 
auctioneer style). 

Who donates the items? Businesses, Parishioners, School families, and 
community members. Ask your favorite salon or mechanic to donate a gift 
certificate for our auction! 

Are the items/cash I donate tax deductible? YES!! (some restrictions) 
Does the ticket include dinner? YES, a fantastic catered meal and 2 
free drinks. 

Besides the items to bid on, what else is at the event? Wine wall, 
Buy In Parties, 50/50, Raffles, Paddle Raiser, Classroom Projects, Dance!! 
What is a “Buy In Party”? A smaller event held after the auction that you 
purchase a ticket to attend. 100% of the money goes to the school and you 
get a fun party to attend (ie. Bunco, or Poker, or Outdoor Family Movie). Buy 
a ticket to one or all!! 

What is a “wine wall”? Bottles of donated wine that you purchase with 
100% of the money going back to the school! Donate a bottle!! 

What is a 50/50? A cash pool that you buy a ticket to enter. The winner 
splits the cash 50/50 with the school!! Its generally around $1000-$1500 
(depending on how many people buy a ticket) 

What is a paddle raiser? Each year, SAC/Admin Council/Principal decide 
on a special school need and a dollar amount needed for that item. 

Everyone “raises their paddle” (bid number) to give money towards that 
item. 100% of the money goes straight to that item. 

Where does the money from the auction go? Directly back to the kids 
at St. Matthews school, operating costs, classroom needs, teacher salaries.
